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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 94-1 18 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The references fail to teach, disclose, or suggest, either alone or in combination, 
regarding Claim 1 , read a time corresponding to an exit of the processor from the C 
power state, wherein the processor is to exit from the C power state in response to an 
interrupt and wherein the time corresponding to the exit is to be identified prior to 
execution of an interrupt routine by the processor in response to the interrupt; and 
determine a duration corresponding to the C power state based on the time 
corresponding to the entry and the time corresponding to the exit; regarding Claim 112, 
identify an exit of the processor from the C power state in response to an interrupt; 
cause the counter to be halted; and determine a duration corresponding to the C power 
state based on a content of the counter and in combination with the rest of the 
limitations of the base claims. 

Applicant's arguments filed September 3, 2010, have been fully considered and 
are deemed persuasive.
